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Chicago Dental Society Participates in 
Youth Week 


Howard Lidovsky Installed as President for a Day 


Each year during Youth Week a num- 
ber of talented young men and women 
are installed in executive positions of 
several Chicago organizations where they 
serve for one day. There is a twofold 
purpose in this procedure. One is to 
recognize the capabilities of the persons 
selected and the other is to acquaint the 
youth of Chicago with the activities of 
these agencies. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce 
through a special examining committee 
conducts a contest by which outstanding 
high school students are selected for 
these honorary positions.

OPPICE MESSAGE 


Harold Oppice in his installation 
message stated “This special meeting 
has been called to install an honorary 
president of the Chicago Dental Society. 

“For some years the Junior Chamber 
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of Commerce in Chicago has promoted 
a Youth Week in which they attempt 
to acquaint the students of the public 
and parochial schools in Chicago with 
the various activities of this city and 
encourage them to become educated 
so that they can take over at the proper 
time. This is the first year the“Chicago 
Dental Society has participated in this 
action. We requested the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce to include us in this 
event because we wish to acquaint the 
students in the Chicago schools with the 
need for dentists in the hope that a num- 
ber of them may become interested in 
the dental profession. 

“T understand from Dr. Cartwright, 
who was present at the time the various 
students were examined for the honorary 
positions in the various organizations in 
the city, that only a few of the boys 
were particularly interested in the medi- 
cal and dental professions.

LIDOVSKY REPORT 


A written report of the day’s activities 
has been received from the honorary 
president. It follows: 

“T deem it a great honor and a priv- 
ilege to have been honorary president 
of the Chicago Dental Society, and I 
would like to submit a brief résumé of 
my experiences as head of this organiza- 
tion for one day. ; 

“My first pleasure was in meeting Dr. 
Cartwright, who introduced me to all 
of the officers of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety.

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Management of Fractured Anterior Teeth 
in Children* 


Exsre Geriacnu, D.D.S.

Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed in the case of a coronal 
fracture without the dentine exposed ? 

Answer: An X-ray should be taken 
to make sure that the root is not broken 
in the apical third. The X-ray is valu- 
able for reference at a later date if it 
becomes necessary to make a compari- 
son. The ‘edges of the fracture should 
be smoothed by grinding or disking. 
Sometimes the esthetics can be improved 
by slightly grinding the adjacent teeth 
on the incisal edge. A coat of varnish 
is applied to temporarily protect the 
tooth. Advise the patient to return if 
the tooth becomes sensitive to thermal 
changes. This may be a warning that 
the pulp has suffered injury and may 
need pulp removal. After the patient 
is twelve years old, a permanent restora- 
tion of gold, porcelain or acrylic can 
be made. 

Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed in the case of a coronal 
fracture with exposure of the dentine 
but not of the pulp? 


Answer: An X-ray should be taken 
for record and future comparison. An 
orthodontic pinch band is made. Be- 


fore slipping this on, the broken edge is 
covered with an obtundent paste such 
as zinc oxide and eugenol. The band 
is filled with a strong cement and then 
placed on the tooth, being careful that 
the incisal edge of the tooth is also cov- 
ered with cement. A check up at the 
end of two months is necessary to de- 
termine the vitality of the pulp. After 
the age of twelve, an inlay can be used 
for a restoration, to be replaced after 


the age of eighteen with a porcelain res- 
toration or crown. 


*Questions and Answers to have been pre- 
sented at the 1945 Midwinter Meeting. 
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Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed in the case of a coronal frac- 
ture with exposure of the pulp? 

Answer: If the X-ray shows that the 
apex of the permanent tooth is not 
closed (age six to ten) partial pulpec- 
tomy (pulpotomy) can be tried. If the 
apex is closed (after age ten) total pul- 
pectomy is advised. If the opening to the 
pulp is very minute and the patient is seen 
before too much time has elapsed a pulp 
capping may be attempted. This is al- 
ways a hazardous procedure but cases 
are on record that indicate that this 
treatment sometimes is successful. After 
several months of rest for the tooth, an 
acrylic crown may be supplied. Parents 
should be told that this crown is of a 
temporary nature only and that later a 
porcelain crown will have to be sup- 
plied. If patient does not present until 
death of pulp has occurred and X-ray 
shows that there has been considerable 
root end disturbance, root end amputa- 
tion is to be considered. Extraction of 
these teeth should only be performed 
after all other methods of treatment 
have failed. Most teeth in healthy young 
individuals have a tremendous power of 
recuperation and, if given time and a 
little thoughtful care, will return to use- 
fulness. 

Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed in the case of the fracture 
of the root? 

Answer: If the X-ray indicates that 
the fracture has occurred at the apical 
third of the root, so that the pieces are 
held in good approximation and the 
coronal part of the fracture is not loose, 
stabilization is indicated. The teeth may 
be wired together or splintered with 
orthodontia bands soldered together, or 
a splint may be cast or made of acrylic. 
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Healing should take place in about three 
months. Fractures occurring in the 
middle of the root or near the coronal 
end of the root, are difficult to splint 
due to the great mobility of the crown. 
Unless the pieces are in very close ap- 
proximation and can be stabilized, the 
results are unfavorable and end with 
extraction. The coronal portion gradu- 
ally elongates and is pushed out of line 
by the movement of the adjacent teeth 
towards the mid-line. These cases de- 
mand serious attention; the inevitable 
result is the closing of the space, which 
is so undesirable because of the diffi- 
culty in filling the space with a per- 
manent restoration. If in a few weeks 
it becomes obvious that healing will not 
take place, it is advisable to remove the 
pieces so that a space maintainer can 
be placed before the shifting of the teeth 
begins. 

Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed when the tooth is not broken 
but displaced? 

Answer: Under local or a general 
anesthesia an attempt should be made 
to replace the tooth into the socket. A 
splint including the injured and adjacent 
teeth, is cemented into place for six 
months. The patient is warned of the 
probable death of the pulp and is ad- 
vised to return at the first indication of 
a dying pulp. Root canal therapy is 
advised, if the pulp dies. 

. Question: What is to be done if the 
tooth is completely displaced. 

Answer: This, fortunately, rarely hap- 
pens to a very young child. If it oc- 
curs in an older child, cases are on rec- 
otd of successful reimplantation. The 
patient must be treated immediately fol- 
lowing the accident. The unbroken tooth 
is opened into from the lingual and the 
canals cleaned out and filled under as 
clean and aseptic conditions as possi- 
ble. 

It is inserted into the socket and 
held there with a splint for about six 
months. X-rays are taken at intervals 
to determine the conditions around the 
apex. 


Question: What should be done if a . 


displaced tooth cannot be replaced into 
the tissues? 

Answer: It is important to provide a 
space maintainer as quickly as possible. 
The teeth on either side of the space 
rapidly tip or move into the vacant area. 
A removable palate plate with tooth to 
fill vacant space is a satisfactory means 
of treating the condition. It will have 
to be made over from time to time as 
the width and shape of the palate 
changes with growth and development. 
After eighteen years of age a permanent 
fixed bridge can be supplied. 

Question: What is a procedure to fol- 
low if the crowns of deciduous incisors 
are fractured? 

Answer: Most of these cases involve 
the exposure of the pulp. A satisfactory 
X-ray should be procured and from it 
the operator may judge the state and 
condition of the root and surrounding 
area. If the pulp is still vital when first 
seen, the pulp may be removed and the 
canal filled with gutta percha points 
similar to the procedure followed in 
treating permanent teeth. A satisfactory 
restoration of the crown is difficult and 
not necessary. If the child develops a 
tongue habit from placing the tip of the 
tongue in the vacant space, a crown of 
gold or acrylic may have to be made. It 
is then possible that the child will con- 
tinue the tongue habit against the crown 
as a foreign body, thereby prolonging 
the activity. 

If the patient is not seen until the 
pulp is dead or if the crown is fractured 
at the gum line, extraction of the tooth 
is preferable. The operator need not 
fear that the space will close, for in the 
young patient the incisor area is grow- 
ing in width because of the oncoming 
permanent incisors. The space is en- 
larging to accommodate the larger per- 
manent teeth and will continue this 
increase whether the deciduous teeth are 
present or not. Consequently a space 
maintainer is not indicated for the in- 
cisor teeth in the deciduous dentition. 

Question: What is the procedure to 
be followed when a deciduous incisor

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


BETTER BUSINESS BUREAU 
REPORTS LAW CHANGE 


The weekly publication of the Chi- 
cago Better Business Bureau carried an 
announcement in the June 7 issue re- 
garding the change in the Illinois stat- 
utes regulating dental laboratory ad- 
vertising. 

The story pointed out that the new 
act drastically regulates and in some 
cases prohibits the usual advertising of 
dental laboratories. Chicago advertising 
media have been provided with verbatim 
copies of the section of the laboratory 
amended Illinois Dental Practice Act 
having to do with laboratory advertising. 
Wording of that section follows: 


“Sec. 5a. Licensed dentists may em- 
ploy or engage the services of any per- 
son, firm or corporation to construct 
or repair, extraorally, prosthetic den- 
tures, bridges, or other replacements for 
a part of a tooth, a tooth, or teeth. A 
person, firm or corporation, so employed 
or engaged, when constructing or re- 
pairing such dentures, bridges or re- 
placements, exclusively, directly and 
solely for licensed members of the den- 
tal profession, and not for the public 
or any part thereof, shall not be deemed 
or considered to be practicing dentistry 
as defined in this Act. However, it is 
unlawful for persons, firms or corpora- 
tions so employed or engaged to adver- 
tise in any manner the appliances con- 
structed or repaired, or the services ren- 
dered in the construction, repair or al- 
teration thereof, except, that persons, 
firms or corporations so employed may 
announce in trade journals and profes- 
sional publications which circulate 
among members of the dental profes- 
sion, their names, the locations or places 
of their business, their office hours, tele- 
phone numbers, and the fact that they 
are engaged in the construction, re- 
production or repair of such appliances, 


together with such display advertise- 
ments as disclose the character and ap- 
plication of their work, and persons, 
firms or corporations so employed or 
engaged may furnish to licensed dentists 
information regarding their products, 
materials, uses and prices therefor. An- 
nouncement may also be made by busi- 
ness card, in business and telephone di- 
rectories, and by signs located upon the 
premises wherein the place of business 
is situated, but announcements made by 
business card or in business and tele- 
phone directories and signs shall not 
contain any amount as a price or fee for 
the services rendered, or to be rendered, 
or for any material or materials used or 
to be used, or any picture or other re- 
production of a human head, mouth, 
denture, or specimen of dental work or 


_ any other media calling attention of the 


public to their business. The lettering 
on signs shall be no more than seven 
inches in height and no illuminated or 
glaring light signs shall be used.” 


M. K. HINE 
DEAN AT INDIANA 


The University of Indiana has an- 
nounced that Maynard K. Hine will 
become dean of the College of Dentistry 
on July 1, 1945. He replaces William 
H. Crawford, who has accepted the den- 
tal deanship at the University of Minne- 
sota. 

Dr. Hine resigned his appointment at 
the University of Illinois, College of 
Dentistry, last fall to go to Indiana as 
professor and head of the Department 
of Periodontia and Oral Histopathology. 
He was graduated from the University 
of Illinois in 1930 and two years later 
obtained his M.S. degree from that’ in- 
stitution. Following a year in private 
practice associated with his father at 
Tuscola, Illinois, he accepted an East- 
man fellowship in the University of 
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Rochester dental clinic.

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
INVESTIGATES DRUG CARTELS 


A House of Representatives subcom- 
mittee in Washington investigating aid 
to the physically handicapped has pro- 
posed a war on the monopolies and car- 
tels in industries relating to the health. 
Mr. Wendel Berge, assistant U. S. at- 
torney general, asserts that elimination 
of such monopolies would be “one of the 
most constructive tasks of our genera- 
tion. The time has come for Congress 
to consider the cartel problem in all its 
aspects.” He stated among his charges 
that: 1. A plastic, methyl methacrylate, 
was sold to industrial concerns for 85 
cents a pound and to dental users for 
$45.00 a pound, although the “dental 
profession soon learned that there was 
no difference in the material.” 2. Thirty- 
four thousand Americans need spectacles 
and cannot buy them because of con- 
trolled prices. 3. Despite an annual 
world death of more than 3 million 
people, 500 million sufferers from ma- 
laria were dependent in prewar days on 
quinine obtained from a few thousand 
acres of cinchona trees in Java. 4. The 
public has been forced to pay “excessive 
and arbitrary prices by a monopoly con- 
trolling the vitamin D industry.” 5. 
Production and distribution of all types 
of surgical supplies is controlled by a 
monopoly group. 6. A “small ring of 
producers” of insulin “exploited” 2 mil- 
lion sufferers of diabetes in this country 
by “imposing arbitrary prices and un- 
reasonable conditions of distribution.” 
7. German I. G. Farben-Industrie once 
attempted to sell the secret of Bayer 
205, a cure for sleeping sickness, for 
restoration of Germany’s lost African 
colonies.

POLICY FOR RELEASE OF 
SERVICE PERSONNEL 
OUTLINED 


The Surgeon General, Norman T. 
Kirk, has announced that substantial 
releases of Army Medical Department 
personnel will not take place before the 
latter part of this year. The reason 
given is that the peak of the Medical 
Department’s activities will not be 
reached until fall. © 

The policy for discharges is in con- 
formity with War Department proce- 
dures, and in formulating it considera- 
tion was given to civilian needs and 
medical, dental and veterinary care. 
Other factors to be considered are the 
length of time necessary for personnel 
to complete their work in the Mediter- 
ranean and European theaters and re- 
turn to the United States; replacement 
of personnel in active theaters by those 
who have not had overseas duty ; neces- 
sity for the maintenance of a high stand- 
ard of medical care; the heavy load of 
patients in the United States; evacuation 
of the sick and wounded from Europe in 
the next ninety days; and continuing 
medical service in the Pacific. 

That section dealing with the Dental 
Corps states the following: 

(a) Officers whose services are essen- 
tial to military necessity will not be 
separated from the service. 

(b) Officers above fifty years of age 
whose specialist qualifications are not 
needed within the Army will receive 
high preferential priority for release 
from active duty. 

(c) Adjusted service ratings will be 


utilized as a definite guide in determin- 
ing those who are to be separated. 


ODT REPORTS ON 
CONVENTION BAN | 


A recent release from the Office of 
Defense Transportation reports an es- 
timated saving of more than 52,000,000 
passenger miles in three months as a 
result of the convention ban. 

The War Committee on Conventions 
received 1,088 applications for the hold- 
ing of conventions and group meetings 
in February, March and April. Of this 
total 69 were approved, 684 were de- 
nied, and 335 were for meetings not 
covered by the restriction. The antici- 
pated attendance at the cancelled meet- 
ings was set by the committee at 305,- 
ooo. On the basis of the use of rail 
transportation by 55 per cent of those 
attending and. an average round trip of 
310 miles each a saving of 52,000,000 
rail passenger miles was effected by the 
committee action. 

~The committee also reported a sub- 
stantial saving in hotel occupancy al- 
though such saving cannot be estimated 
in quantitative terms for the lack of suf- 
ficient records. 

The voluntary cancellation of group 
meetings has been responsible for a fur- 
ther saving in transportation and hotel 
accommodations. The committee be- 
lieves that the voluntary cancellation 
represents a far greater saving in passen- 
ger miles than that represented by the 
disapproval of applications received. 


A.M.A. HOUSE OF DELEGATES 
PETITION DENIED 


The American Medical Association 
petitioned the War Committee on Con- 
ventions of the Office of Defense Trans- 
‘portation for permission to hold an an- 
nual meeting of its House of Delegates 
in Chicago, July 23-25. It has been 
informed that the application submitted 
has been reviewed and that the Con- 
vention Committee held the consensus 
that this meeting should be deferred. 


Therefore, the permit was denied.~ 
Noting that the committee felt the meet- 

ing should be deferred the A.M.A. will 

file an application for a permit to hold 

a meeting at a later time. 


CANDY ADVERTISING 
UNDER SCRUTINY 


The Council on Foods and Nutrition 
of the American Medical Association 
has devoted much discussion to the 
question of candy advertising in publi- 
cations of the A.M.A. It is the opinion 
of the Council that the primary purpose 
of developing a nutritional story in 
candy advertising should be the educa- 
tion of the public in the judicious use of 
candy as a food substance and not to in- 
crease the overall consumption of candy. 
The Council feels that the recommenda: 
tions for the use of candy by young chil- 
dren can only be detrimental to their 
proper nutrition. 


REPORT ON ARMY 


AMPUTATION CASES 


An announcement was-made on May 
1 by Surgeon General Norman T. Kirk 
that there are approximately 11,000 
amputation cases in Army hospitals in 
this country, but no “basket cases,” a 
term used to describe a person who has 
lost both arms and both legs. Six am- 
putees have lost three extremities and 
one case, a nonbattle casualty, has lost 
part of four limbs through freezing after 
an airplane crash. About five per cent 
of the patients have lost more than one 
limb and of these seventy-seven per cent 
are leg amputations of which forty-nine 
per cent are below the knee. Half of 
the arm cases are below the elbow. 
While about four thousand of the am- 
putees have been discharged to civilian 
life some are remaining in the service 
and have been assigned to assist in train- 
ing other amputees. 


GOVERNMENT SPENDING FOR 
RESEARCH PROBED 


Senator Homer Ferguson of Michigan 
has started an investigation to deter- 
mine if government spending for re- 
search is justified. He is a member of 
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the Senate Appropriations Committee 
and wants to know how much is being 
spent, whether there is waste or over- 
lapping, and whether people are getting 


the value for money spent. He found 
on checking through committee files a 
total government research budget of 
more than half a billion dollars.

“ON DENTAL BILLS 


The health subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor held 
open hearings on S. 190 (Murray Den- 
tal Research Bill) and S. 1099 (Pepper- 
Aiken Dental Care Bill) on June 26, 27, 
and 28.

is loosened by a blow or fall? 

Answer: The loosened tooth should 
be pushed into its normal position and 
tissues allowed to heal. The tooth will 
either become fixed in its place or will 
continue to be loose and sore so that 
it will have to be extracted. After sev- 
eral months, or even several years, the 
pulp may die and cause a periapical 
disturbance. The parent should be 
warned that the injury may have dam- 
aged the developing permanent tooth, 
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which injury will not be determined un- 
til the permanent tooth is erupted. 

Question: Where can further infor- 
mation regarding the above mentioned 
conditions be obtained ? 

Answer: Dr. Roy G. Ellis of the fac- 
ulty of the University of Toronto re- 
cently has published an excellent book 
entitled “The Classification and Treat- 
ment of Injuries to the Teeth of Chil- 
dren.” It is published by the Year Book 
Publishers.

Eighth Regular Meeting of the Chicago 
Dental Society 


Red Lacquer Room—Palmer House 
May 15, 1945 


The eighth regular meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society was called to 
order by President Oppice at 8:15 p.m. 

A motion was regularly made and 
severally seconded that the reading of 
the minutes of the April 17 meeting 
be dispensed with inasmuch as they have 
been published in THE ForTNIGHTLY RE- 
view. Motion carried. 

Motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the minutes of the 
meeting of April 17 be approved as pre- 
pared by the Secretary and published in 
the May 1 issue of THE ForTNIGHTLY 
Review. Motion carried. 

Reports of Boards and Standing Com- 


mittees—none. 
Reports of Special Committees—none. 
Unfinished business— 


President Oppice announced that 
there were three amendments to the 
Constitution and By-laws of the Society 
and a resolution to be presented to the 
membership for action at this meeting; 
that the first of these amendments per- 
tained to the requirements for member- 
ship in the Society; the second, to the 
regular and associate membership dues; 
. and the third, to the allotment of funds 
for the branch societies. Secretary 
Hartley read the following amendment 
to Article III, Section 2 of the Con- 
stitution: 

“Active membership shall be restricted to 
ethical dentists legally licensed to practice in 
any state or territory of the United States of 


America who reside or practice in the Coun- 
ties of Cook, DuPage or Lake, Illinois.” 


It was moved and severally seconded 
that this amendment be approved. Mo- 
tion carried. 

Following approval of this amendment 
the Secretary read the following amend- 
ment to Article XVIII, Section 2 and 
Section 4 of the By-laws: 


“Section 2. Active Members: The annual 
dues of active members shall be fifteen dollars 
($15.00) due January 1, two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) of which is for one year’s 
subscription to the official magazine. In addi- 
tion thereto the Secretary shall collect the dues 
established by the Illinois State Dental Society 
and the American Dental Association. The 
statement of dues of the Society shall include 
the following: ‘One year’s dues, fifteen dollars 
($15.00), of- which two dollars and fifty cents 
$2.50) is for one year’s subscription to the 
official magazine of the Society.’ 

“Section 4. Associate Members: The annual 
dues of Associate members shall be five dollars 
($5.00), and the annual statement shall in- 
clude the following: ‘One year’s dues, five 
dollars ($5.00), of which two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) is for one year’s subscrip- 
tion to the official magazine of this Society.’ ” 


At the suggestion of the chair these 
amendments were voted upon separately. 
It was moved and severally seconded 
that the amendment to Section 2 of 
Article XVIII of the By-laws be 
adopted. Following a discussion in 
which several members of the Society 
participated, a rising vote on the motion 
to adopt this amendment was taken. 
Since the motion was approved by over 
ninety per cent of the members present, 
the chair declared the amendment 
adopted. 

A motion was made and severally 
seconded that the amendment to Sec- 
tion 4 of Article XVIII be adopted. 
This motion was carried by a large ma- 
jority. 

The Chairman stated that the remain- 
ing amendment could be considered by 
the membership at this meeting only if 
it gave its unanimous consent to con- 
sideration of this amendment at this 
time inasmuch as thirty days had not 
elapsed since it was first presented to 
the body. As there was no objection 
on the part of the membership to the 
consideration of the amendment at this 
time, President Oppice asked that it be 
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read by the Secretary. The Secretary 
then read the following revision to the 
By-laws to provide funds for branch or- 
ganizations: 


“Delete part ‘g’ Section 1 of the Article 
XV—‘make an annual appropriation of funds 
for the operation of the branch societies.’ 

“Amend Article XXI by adding the fol- 
lowing new section: 

“Section 14. Funds: The Chicago Dental 
Society shall furnish each branch society with 


a sum of $150.00 annually for operational. 


expense. Branch societies having more than 
100 members shall receive from the Chicago 
Dental Society, in addition to the $150.00, 
the sum of $1.00 annually for each member 
in excess of 100 members, as shown by the 
records of the branch society on September 1 
of each year.” 


It was moved and severally seconded 
that this amendment be adopted. Mo- 
tion carried. 


At the request of the President, the 
following resolution was read by the 
Secretary. 


“WHEREAS, an amendment to the By-laws 
of the Chicago Dental Society to increase the 
$5.00 annual dues of active members has been 
proposed: and 

“WHEREAS, many members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society are absent on active duty 
with the Armed Forces and will not have an 
opportunity to vote on the said proposed 
amendment: and 

“WHEREAS, upon their discharge from 
service with the Armed Forces the said _mem- 
bers will be faced with the problem of re- 
establishing themselves in the civilian practice 
of their profession ; and 


“WHEREAS, dentists in the Armed Forces 
who graduated from dental schools subsequent 
to January 1, 1939, did not have an oppor- 
tunity prior to their entry into Service to fully 
establish themselves in the practice of den- 
tistry ; 

“NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Chicago Dental Society at 
its regular meeting on the 22nd day of March, 
1945, at the Palmer House, Chicago, Illinois, 
that any increase in dues resulting from the 
adoption of the above mentioned amendment 
shall be waived for a period of three years 
from and after the date of discharge from the 
Armed Forces provided date of discharge be 
not more than two years following cessation of 
hostilities with both Germany and Japan, for 
all persons who were active members of the 
Chicago Dental Society for two or more con- 
secutive years immediately preceding their 
entry into the Armed Forces and who were on 
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active duty with the Armed Forces for not 
less than twelve months, and 


“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that any 
increase in dues resulting from the adoption 
of the above mentioned amendment shall be 
waived, for a period of three years from and 
after the date of discharge from the Armed 
Forces, provided date of discharge be not more 
than two years following cessation of hostil- 
ities with Germany and Japan, for all persons 
who graduated from dental schools after Jan- 
uary 1, 1939, and who served not less than 
twelve months on active duty with the Armed 
Forces and who have been or shall be accepted 
for membership in the Chicago Dental Society 
within one year after the date of their dis- 
charge.” 


It was moved and severally seconded 
that this resolution be adopted. Motion 
carried. 

Announcements and introduction of 
guests. 

President Oppice announced that 
word had been received earlier in the 
afternoon from Dr. L. H. Jacob, secre- 
tary of the Illinois State Dental Society, 
that the Illinois Senate had at its morn- 
ing session passed H.B. 363 without a 
dissenting vote, which legislation was 
the amendents to the Dental Practice 
Act proposed and sponsored by the State 
Society in cooperation with this Society. 

The Chicago Dental Society, accord- 
ing to President Oppice, had during the 


‘past few weeks cooperated with numer- 


ous civilian agencies and high schools in 
sponsoring Youth Week. Among the ac- 
tivities of the Week was the selection of 
an honor student to act as president of 
the Chicago Dental Society for one day. 


- The student chosen for this appointment 


was Howard Lidovsky of Marshall High 
School, a representative of the Boy 
Scouts, who upon introduction expressed 
his appreciation of the honor conferred 
on him, declaring that it had been a 
great pleasure to serve as president of 
the Society. 


Miss Margaret Hrdina, one of the _ 


two outstanding high school students 
honored during Youth Week, was pre- 
sented by President Oppice, who an- 
nounced that she planned to choose the 
practice of children’s dentistry as her 
life work. 


Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, Chairman of 
the Monthly Meeting Program Commit- 
tee, was then called upon to introduce 
Dr. William H. Crawford, Dean of the 
University of Indiana Dental School, 
who spoke on “The Clinical Applica- 
tion of the Physical Properties of Amal-

At the conclusion of the lecture 
President Oppice expressed the thanks 
and appreciation of the membership to 
Dr. Crawford for his excellent presenta- 
tion.
